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In this discourse Dr. Talmage shows
the Messianio sacrifices for the 'sav-
ing of all nations and speaks of
Gethsemane as it appearcd to him;
text, I. Corinthians 6:20: “Ye are
bought with a price."”

*Xour friend takes you through his
valuable house. You examine the
arches, the frescooes, the grass plots,
the fish ponds, the - conservatories,
the parks of deer, and you say with-
in yourself or you say aloud: *“What
did all this cost?" You see a costly
diamond flashing in an earring, or
you Hear a costly dress rustling
across the drawing-room, or you see
a high mettled span of horses har-
nessed with silver and gold, and you
begin to make an estimate of the
value.

The man who owns a large estate
oannot instantly tell you all it is
worth. He says: "I will estimate
80 much for the house so0 much for
the furniture, so much for laying out
the grounds, so much for the stock,
80 much for the barn, so much for
the equipage, adding up in all mak-
ing this aggregnte.”

“Well, my friends, I hear so much
about our mansion in Heaven, abonut
its furniture and the grand surround-
ings, that I want to know how much
it {5 all worth and what has actunlly
“been paid for it. I cannot complete
in a month nor a year the magnifi-
cent caleulation, but before 1 gpet
through to-day I hope to give yon

»the figures. “Ye are bought with a
price.”

The first installment paid for the
clearance of our souls was the igno-
thinious Birth of Christ in Dethle-
hem. Though we may never be care-
fully looked after afterward, our ad-
vent into the world is carefully guard-
ed. '‘We came into the world amld
kindly attentlons. Privacy and si-
lence are afforded when God launches
an immortal soul into the world.
Even the roughest of men know
enough to stand back. But I have to
tell you that in the village on the
side of the hill there was a very bed-
lam of up ‘oar when Jesus was born.

wrapper of coarse linen. Ona would
have supposcd that Christ would have
mude a more gradual descent, com-
ing from Heaven first to a half-way
world of great magnitude, then to
Caesar's palace, then to a merchant’s
palace in Galilee, then to a private
home in Bethany, then to a fisher-
man's hut and last of all to a stable.
No! It was one leap from the top
the Lottom.

e door of the caravan-
eary in He N and drive away the
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Jesus was accosted, and satan said:
“Now, change these stenes, which look
like bread, into an actual supply of
bread.” Had the temptation come to
you and me under those circumstances
we would have cried: “Bread it shall
bel” and been almost impatient at the
time taken for mastication, but Christ
with one hand beat back the hunger
and with the other hand beat back the
monarch of darkness. O ye tempted
ones! Christ was tempted. Wae are
told that Napoleon ordered a coat-of-
mail made, but he was not quite cer-
tain that it was impenetrable, so he
said to the manufacturer of the cont-
.of-mail: “Put it on now yourself and
let us try it.” And with shot after
shot fired from his own pistol the em-
peror found that it was just what it
pretended to be, a good coat-of-mail.
Then the man receivad a large reward.

I bless God that the same coat-of-
muail that struck back the wenpous of
temptation from the head of Christ
we may now all wear, for Jesus comes
and says: “I have been tempted, and”
know what it is to bo tempted. Take
this robe that defended me and wear
it for yourselves. I shall see you
through all trials, and I shall see you
through all temptation.”

“But,” says Satan still further to
Jesus, “come, and I will show you
something worth looking at."” And
after a half day's journey they came to
Jerusalem and to the top of the tem-
ple. Just as one might go up in the
tower of Antwerp and look off upon
Belginm, so Satan brought Christ to
the top of the temple. Some people at
n great height feel dizzy and a strange
disposition to jump. So Satan comes
to Christ in that very ecrisis. Stand-
ing there at the top of the temple, they
looked off. A magnificent reach of
country. Crain fields, vineyards, olive
groves, forests and streams, cattle in
the valley, flocks on the hills and vil-
ages and citics and realms. “Now,”
says Satan, “I'll make a bargain. Just
jump off. I know it is a great way
from the top of the temple to the val-
ley, but if you are Divine you can fly.
Jump off. It won't hurt you. Angels
will eateh you. Your Father will hold
you. Desides, I'll make you a large
present if youn will. I'll give you Asia
Minor, I'll give you China, I'll give you
Ethiopia. I'll give you ltaly, I'll give
you Spain, I'll give you Germany, I'll
give you Britain, 1'l1 give you all the
world.” What a templation it must
have been! '

The third installment paid for our
redemption was the agonizing prayer
in Gethsemane., As I sat in that gar-
den at the foot of an old gnarled and
twisted olive tree the historic scene
came upon me overwhelmingly. These
old olive trees are the lineal descend-
ants of those under whioch Christ atood
and wept and koelt. Have the leaves
of whole botaniral generations told
the the story of our Lord's agony to
their successors? Next to Calvary the
solemnest place in Palestine is Geth-
semane. While sitting there it seemed
as if I could hear our Lord’s prayer,
laden with sobs and groans. Can this
be the Jesus who gathered fragrance
from the frankincense brought to His
cradle and from the Ulies that flung
their sweetness into Iis sermons and
from the box of alabaster that broke
at his fest? Ia this Jesus the com-
forter of Bethany, the resurrector at
Nain, the oculist at Bethsaida? 1Is
this tho Christ whose frown is the
storm, whose sinilo is the sunlight, the
epring morning His breath, the thun-
der His voice, the ocean a drop om the
tip of His finger, Heaven a sparkle on
the bosom of His love, the universe the

washed crowd then e will forget you
and me in the injustices of life that
mnay be inflicted upon us.

Further I remark: The last great
installment paid for ourgrédemption
waos the demise of Christ. The world
hes seen many dark days. Many sum-
mers ago there was a very dark day
when the sun was cclipsed. The fowl
at noonday went to their perch, and
we felt a gloom us we looked at the
astronomical wonder. It was a dark
day In London when the plague was
at its height, and the dead with uncov-
ered faces tvere taken In open carts
and dumped in the trenches. It was
a dark day when the earth opened and
Lisbon sank, but the darkest day since
tho creation of the world was when the
carnage of Calvary was enacted,

It was about noon when the curtain
began to be drawn. It was the swing-
ing of a great gloom all around the
heavens. God hung it. As when there
is a dead one in the house you bow
the shutters or turn the lattice, so
God in the afternoon shut the windows
of the world,. As it Is appropriate to
throw a black pall upon the coffin as
it passes along, so it was appreprlate
that everything should be somber that
day nas the great hearse of the earth
ro'led on, bearing the corpse of the
Rine., A man's last hours are ordl-
narily kept sacred. However you may
have hated or carleatured a man, when

ou hear he is dying silence puts its
ands on your lips, and you would
have a loathing for the man who conld
stond by a deathbed making faces and
scoffing. But Christ in His last hour
cannot be left anlone. What, pursuing
Him yet after ro long a pursuit? You
have been drinking His teara. Do you
want to drink His blood? They come
up closely, so thot notwithstanding the
darkness they can glut their revenge
with the contortiona of Ilis counte-
nance. They examine His feet. They
wunt to feel for themselves whether
those feet are really spiked. They put
out their hands and touch the spikes
and bring them back wet with blood
and wipe them on their gnrments.
Women atand there and weep, but can
do no good. It is no place for the ten-
der-hearted women. It wants a heart
thut crime has turned inteo granite.
The waves of man’s hatred and of hell's
vengeance dash up ggainst the man-
gled feet, and the hands of sin and
pain and torture cluteh for his holy
heart., Had he not been theroughly
fastened to the cross they would have
torn  Him down and trampled Him
with both feet. How the cavalry
horses arohed their necks and champed
their bits and reared and sniffed at
the blood! ITad a Roman officer ealled
out for a light, his: voice wonld not
have been heard in the tumult, but
louder than the crash of spears, and
the wailing of . womanhood, and the
nelghing of the chargers, and the bel-

o voice crashing through—Iloud, clear,
overwhelming, terriflc. Itisthe groan-
ing of the dying Son of God! Look,
whnat o scene!

'THE PASSING OF A NATION.

After a Hurdrid Years «f Continual
:wWarfare Achin Submits

South “Afries, China and the Philip-
pines are not the only ocountries where
war is in progress. lo diffcrent parts of
the world campsigns of long standing
aro beiog oarcied oa daily. Somo of
them bhave ncever been Eeard of 10 this
cuuniry; othors have been forgotten.

Uader the later hoad ocomes Aohin,
where fur years the Dutoh have been
siriving to tubjugste the natives, a
race 80 imporiant that at ope time its
rulers  received embassies from the
greatest potentates in Kurope, that of
Eogland iocluded.,

Achin is prebably the most war rid
den Siate 1n the world, For abundr
years it has known bat little peace,
first with one laad, then. with another,
but principally with the Duateh. The
evd of thia proiracted war is, however,
belicved tu be within sign at last.
Duripg the last three years the Datch
have won repeated victories. Batoeilik,
the strongest fortificd garrison of the
Achinese, is hard pressed, and its
fall 15 cxpected to result in the sur-
render of the natives.

A rage that can resist for a number
of years a well organized  invasion of
European trocps is -worthy of some
"attention. The conntry is situsted in
the- north of Sumatra. 1t is the only
State in the island that s‘ill remains
independent of the Dutch, but, as al-
ready forshadowed. its indopend-
ence appears ¢ be now doomed. The
population numberssbout 328,000.

Before its decline, which eommeno-
ed Cearly in the eightecenth century,
Aochio wes in close touch commercially
with England. 1t wss the port of Achin
